Louisiana versus Brazil. 


[N. Y. Tribune. |] 

The bulk of the cotton crop of 1874 has 
now been marketed at the shipping ports, 
und the broad results can be es well stated 
at this time as when the accurate statistics 
have been compiled. The crop will be less 
by three hundred thousand bales than that 
of last year, and itis not unlikely that the 
deficiency will be greater than our estimate. 
The crop of the year 1332 was 4,170,000 
bales, which, added to the Egyptian, East 
Indian, and Brazilian production, was more 
than sufficient to supply the demand for 
manufacture for the world’s {consumption. 
As aconsequence, prices this year have 
ruled low, and the stock of raw material is 
extremely large. 

Cotton, like wheat and gold, is an article 
the ce of which is the result of the de- 
mand avd supply of the whole c'‘vyiliz-d 
world. In other words, its value is cosmop- 
olitan. The ima ediate rivals of the United 
States for the supply of the European de- 
mand are Egyptand Brazil. The cotjon of 
these countries is similar to ours and Bells io 
Liverpool at an average price per pound @ 
little high r than that of the Unite 4 States. 
A growt@ of the plant in Africa, ludia and 
South America received a powetful me 
when the supply from the southerfi states 


was interrupted by the war, The start then 
taken by our rivals bas not been 
lost. Indeed the cultivation of 


the staple in the countries we have named 
has been prveyoes J and successfully extended, 
and the statistics of the increase are 80 
startling that we cannot omitto give them. 
For the five years beginving with 1856 and 
ending with 1360, the quantity of,cotton 
imported into Great Britain from all 
countries was 5 544,000,000 pounds, of 
which 4,346,000,000 came from the United 
States, 110,000,000 from Brazil, and 176,000,- 
000 from Egypt. Fifteen times as much 
cotton was then received from the United 
States as from Egypt and Brazil together, 
In the five years from 1862 to 1866 inclu- 
sive thesupply from Brazil increased to 
207,00 5000 pounds, and that from Egypt to 
573,000,000. This period covered the co:- 
ton famine caused by our war. In the tive 
years ended with 1874, the amount received 
by Great Britain from all countries was «- 
620,000,000 pounds, and from the United 
States 4,097,000,000 ponunds, or 249,000,000 
sounds less thania the five years ending 
with 1860. The supply from Brazil was 
415,000,000 pounds and that from Egypt 
74,000,000, and from both Egypt and Brazil 
eombined, 1,289,000,000 pounds, or pearly 
tive times the quantity imported in pe- 
Nod of five years ended with 1860, an — 
on to one-third the quantity received from 
the United States, against only one-fif- 
teenth, the oe ebony fifteen years ago.

A Suggestive Movemén#in Nashville, 
Tenn, 


The constant exposures ef the Ameri- 
can Grocer of all kinds of trade frauds 
are widening in their influences and sug- 
gesting investigations In various direc- 
tions. Our recent atiention to the gauge 
of kerosene oil is now supplemented by 
that bestowed upon its fire test. We 
recently explained fully how the test 
was made. The tolicene, taken from 
the Nashville, Tenn.,dinion and Ameri- 
can shows what they are doing in that 
city; and we suggest that the merchants 
of other places follow the example, and 
demonstrate the gros’ impositions prac- 
ticed upon them by unprincipled manu- 
facturers. The retail] merchants have 
only recently had théjr attention called 
Lo the subject, and w@.arqsatisiied they 
will all willingly cu-D>ertic to ° prevent 
the possibility of use. terrible. acci- 
dents that sometimes’Startle the country, 
occasioned by the explosion,of lamps. 
They should learn how to test their own 
oil, and hold their jobbers to a strict ac- 
count astothe test; and above all, in 
| such an important matter as the pur- 
chase of kerosene vil, they should deal 
only with responsibile and reputable 
houses, who will not sacrifice their busi- 
ness honor to make a little money: 
‘Oapt. John W. Morton, our new In- 
spector of Oils, has made an extensive 
and vigorous raid upon the spurious and 
dangerous burning oils in the city; and 
has already condemned and _ rejected 
over $2,000 worth of coal oil as unsafe 
for use. In doing this, he says he al- 
most cleared the city of the article alto- 
gether, having found little that would 
stand the test. It is not surprising that 
explosions occur, when oils are found 
here that will ignite at a temperature 
less than that sometimes attained by the 
atmosphere. 

In a lot rejeeted at the Louisville de- 
pot, some of the. barrels stood only 66 
degrees, when the law requires 120 as 
the lowest point of ‘ignition. The best 
coal oil the [nspectorhas tested required 
186 degrees to ignite. The range, there- 
fore, in the’quafity brought to this mar- 
ket is represented by the difference be- 
tween 66 and 186. Elaine was subjected 
to the test, and its explosion point ranged 
from 146 degrees to T5¥. 

The modus operand of the test is very 
simple. ‘Phe inspe@tor lias an instru- 
ment for the purpose, by which hes en- 
abled to. the oil gradually and ob- 
sérve the rise of the mercury in a ther- 
mometer communicating with the oil. 
While the oil is heating, a lighted taper 
is held over its surface, and the stage of 
the mereury noted at the moment the 
oil begins to rise in gaseous form, which 
is shown by the gas igniting in a rapid 
succession of mild explosions. That is 
the dangerous point, which the law re- 
quires to be at least 120 degrees Fahren- 
heit. 

The inspector has diséovered that our 
merchants have been Outrageously im- 
osed upon by purchasing coal oil. 
hey have been buying; in some instan- 
ces, gil marked to stand 150-degrees fire 
test, When it will explode if 65 to 96 de- 
grees be applied. Tt would verily seem 
that Nashville has been a scrape market 
(as it were) for some of the meanest oil 
tradéd: in. The utility of the oil law 
thus forces itself on the public apprecia- 
tion. Weare confident, too, that Capt. 
Morton will enforcé tt to the letter. 
Most persons are probably not aware 
that it took the wisdom of twe General 
Assemblies to perfect the law, so that it 
would be enforced. The Jaw passed in 
1869 was incomplete for practical pur- 
poses, and is still in fofce, the new law 
pring only a compliment to it, It pro- 
vided for a penalty of $500 fine and six 
months’ imprisonment in the county 
jail-for selling off with a fire test less 
than 120 degrees, Hut left the testing of 
it and prosecytion of merchants violat- 
ing the law to citizens buying. Conse- 
quently it was never enforced. ‘The 
new law adds to the old machinery an 
inspector whose duty it is to enforce the 
provisions, and provides further, a fine 
of $300 for. selling wninapected oils, 
whether they will stand the test or not. 
A car-load of our dangerous oil has 
been sent to New Orleans to find a mar- 
ket.—American Grocer,

The Albany News says the crops in 
Southwestern Georgia are unquestionably 
injured by the cold nights and nipping 
frosts of the past week. Cotton in low 
damp places is dead, and so. is cern, but 
these places c-nstitute only a lintited per 
centage of the.creps, and it is hoped that 
there will be no necessity for exten 
replanting. The entire crops have been 
made sick, however, and it is folly to 
sup that full harvests can be pro- 
duced from such a beginning. 

The Thomasville Eaterprise ry that 
the cold snap on Saturday and Sunday 
nights damaged cotton and garden pro- 
ducts, In some localities cotton and 
Irish potatoes are reported to have been 
killed. Where cotton was not killed 
outright, it was seriously injured, and it 
is feared that in many localities the stand 
will be a bad one. The weather, since 
Monday morning, has been very fine, 
and farm operations are being rapidly 
pushed forward. Farmers consider that 
their crops. are from two weeks to a 
month behind time. 

The Jonesboro News learns from a 
gentleman who has recently spent some 
days among bis old acquaintances in the 
lower part of Coweta county, that many 
farmers in that section will be compelled 
to abandon their crops unless they receive 
help. very soon—all efforts to borrow 
money or to obtain foud for man and 
beast on time having failed. He was ia 
formed that one gentleman, who had 
raised one hundred bales of cotton 
year, had already dismissed his ha 
avd given up his crop for the want of 
means necessary to run the farm: ~Whet 
a pity they did not plant more corn last 
ear. The general opinion is that more 
land is planted in grain this year than 
last. Farmers so report and they believe 
it, and yet it is possible they have de- 
ceived cach other, From a round trip of 
forty miles through the country, on a 
route we frequently traveled last year, 
our decision is that less land is given to 
grain this year than last and a larger por- 
tion set apart for cotton. Whether the 
result of our observation 1s correct or not, 
and we are sure it is correct, is not im 
rtant, as the extent of our observation 
s limited; but unmistakable evidences 
are seen that farmers over the country 
generally are making efforts for a heavy 
cotton crop. Should the séasons prove 
favorable for the production of cotton, it 
is probable that the prices next fall will 
not be remunerative, and that large 
planters will sink money or incur in- 
creased burdens of indebtedness. It is 
probable that planters who do not raise 
provisions this year will not be able to 


purchase supplies next yc ar.

Does not 
know that Goodwin announced his name. 


JOHN F, MORRIS IS INTROPUCED, 
Defendant never used any influence with 
witness to have himself elected chief of po- 
lice. There was no understanding whatever 
between witness and defendant at a!! about 
the election of chief. 

CROSS EXAMINED. 


Goodwin spoke to witness about running 

for chief in December last. Witnegs did not 

prom‘se to go for him. DefendariP did not 

ask it.. Witness mentioned Goodwin’s can- 

didacy to Mr. Dodd. He, Morris, did not 

report to Gocdwin any comversation with 

Dodd. Witness also mentioned the matter 

to commissioners Goldsmith and Mahoney. 

Doers not remember what Goldsmith said. 

Witness’s recollection is that Dodi and 

Goldsmith were favorable to Goodwin. Does 

not know how Mahoney stoovd. Talked with 

Mahoney about it near corner of Pryor and 

Decatur streets, Witness opened conversa- | 
tion. Told Mahoney he thought Goodwin 

would run. Mahoney did not say anything 
Does not recollect telling Goodwinabout 

his conversations with Goldemfth and Ma- 
honey.

Witness was afriend of a!l 
parties. Witness walked off with Jones. 
CROSS EXAMINED. 


Defendant did not admit his guilt. Jones 
said to defendant, you are my friend, and [ 
have got nothing against you. Witness 
heard all the conversation, but does not 
recollect all Jones said. The part of the 
article relating to Goodwin was a lie. In 
February or March, 1874, Jones and wife 
came to witness’ house. Told witness be 
had bought his way up. Jones said he bad 
promi Goodwiu $1,000. Witness does 
not remember that Jones said he had said a 
dollar.
